The Franchise Tax Board 
today lUrged taxpayers to 
type or print clearly an'd 
verify all vital information 
before filing their State per¬ 
sonal income tax return be¬ 
fore the April 15 deadline. 

Many returns cannot be 
processed promptly because 
of illegible writing or print¬ 
ing, incorrect social .security 
numbers or other simple 
taxpayer errors, according 
to Martin Huff, Executive 
Officer of the Franchise Tax 
Board. 

If the taxpayer will take 
a few extra minutes to 
check on the readability 
and the accuracy of the in¬ 
formation before mailing 
his return', he will save 
both himself and the State 
time and money. Huff com¬ 
mented. 

Literally thousands of per¬ 
sons are contacted each 
year as a result of hasty 
preparation of tax returns. 
Huff said. “In the long run, 
the few mi.rmites .spent in 
review may save the tax¬ 
payer the future inconve.ni- 
ciuce of supplying necessary 
information. 

“One reason is that some 
taxpayers wait until the last 
minute to prepare their re¬ 
turns the,n race to the post 
office to meet the midnight, 
April 15 deadline,” he add¬ 
ed. 

Huff suggested taxpayers 
allow themselves sufficient 
time to complete the return, 
to claim all legitimate de¬ 
ductions a,nd to assure that 
they will have the funds to 
pay the amount due. 

"There are no provisions 
for partial or in.stallment 
payment of California per¬ 
sonal income tax a.nd there 
are penalties for .underpay¬ 
ment Or late payment.

vinegar Into their drinking 
water to parity it. Vinegar 
was a by-product of wine 
makers and brewers until 
about the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury when vinegar making 
was established as a sep¬ 
arate indnstry i.n France. 
The English still turn their 
sour beer and ale into malt 
vinegar. America makes 
cider vinegar out of fer¬ 
mented apple Juice. 

Pickling, means keeping 
food in brine (salt! solu¬ 
tions, sugar, acid liquids 
like vinegar or combina- 
tion.s of the.se. Tills preserv¬ 
ative method was used by 
the ancient Chinese, the 
Babylonians and other early 
civilization.s. 

Tlie Romans preser \ e d 
meat in brine, soaking it 
later in milk to remove 
most of the salt. The wine 
in Roman wine jars w'a.s 
covered with a film of oliv’e 
oil to keep it from turning 
sour. Corks made from the 
thick outer bark of a Medi¬ 
terranean oak wore not 
used until the late 1600’s. 

At various time.s in his¬ 
tory jieoplc have tried al¬ 
most everything to keep 
food from spoiling. At one 
time it was believed that 
plai.n water, red-uced to one- 
third its volume by boiling, 
wa.s somehow effective as a 
preserv'ative. Some f o o d .s 
were preserved in wine or 
honey. Oysters a,nd green 
vegetables were stored in 
vessels treated with pitch. 

An early European me¬ 
thod to preserv’o meat wa.s 
to envelope it in fat. This 
is still 'Used for some 
meats. 

Near the middle of the 
nineteenth century tin cans 
rev.^lutionized food preser¬ 
vation. The canning i n - 
du.stry, based on a prore.s.s 
of hermetically .sealing food 
dates back to 1809 when a 
French confectio,ner, Nicho- 
la.s Appert, was awarded a 
prize of nearly a quarter of 
a million in modern ex¬ 
change, by Napoleon Bona¬ 
parte for his invention of a 
process to keep foodstuffs 
edible. Appert extracted the 
air from glass jars. He 
worked' fourteen years to de¬ 
velop his process, which 


was for awhile a French 
military secret. Napoleon’s 
armies were depleted by 
starvation and deficiency 
di.seases as well as by bat¬ 
tle wounds. This prompted 
the French to offer such a 
large sum. 

Like all secrets, canni.ng 
knowledge leaked out. An 
Englishman, Bryan Donkin, 
ohtai.Tied a patent for a c.an- 
.ni.ng process in IBIO. using 
tins instead' of gla.ss jars. 
Neither Appert or Donkin 
realized they were killing 
decay bacteria with the 
high temperatures they 
used in their proces-ses. That 
knowledge came with Pas¬ 
teur’s findings. 

Ti.ns cans, which are real¬ 
ly .steel eaiUS coated inside 
with a thin film of tin, 
moved quickly to America,, 
where lobster and salmon 
were the first foods ca.nned. 
Tiioma.s Ke.nsett, invented' a 
lin can for packing meat, 
poultry, v e g e tables and 
fruit. It was .not until 1847 
when a .stamping process 
was invented, that tin cans 
were chear, enough for the 
wide sale of canned goods. 

Eighty years after the tin 
can w'as put into 'u.se frozen 
foods began a further re¬ 
volution in' the preserving 
of food. Freezing, as a 
mea,ns of preserving food 
has prehistoric origins. 
Modern freezing techniques 
date back as far as ■•«77 
when 5500 frozen m,utton 
carcasses left Argentina and 
wore delivered at Le Havre, 
France, over .six months 
later in perfect condition. 

Until quick freezing came 
along in' the last half cen¬ 
tury, results wore poor. 
Slow freezing changed the 
flavor and texture of foods, 
while quick freezing did 
not. Even the microscopic 
ice crystals of q-uick freez¬ 
ing are destructive to the 
texture of some foods, like 
tomatoes a.nd raw salad 
vegetables. A new Du Pont 
process announced i.n 1969. 
which sprays liquid Freon 
freezant directly on foods 
may add these items, tropi¬ 
cal fruits and other items 
to the list of foods avail¬ 
able frozen.

Supervisor Chairman War¬ 
ren Dorn lias announced 
completion of all work an a 
$706,023 .storm drain facili¬ 
ty in sections of Pasadena 
and Altade.na. 

M. P. Mitrovich of Ar¬ 
cadia finished construction 
of projects Nos. 726, 6201, 
6202 and Las Floro.s Diver¬ 
sion on February 25. County 
Flood Control District Chief 
Engineer A. _E. Bruington 
supervised' installatian of 
the key structures. 

Project 726 includes three 
lines with one beginning at 
the Arroyo Seco Cha,nnel 
and running in' rights of 
way to Salvia Canyon Road, 
in Salvia Ca.nyan Road to 
Linda Vista Avenue, in 
Linda Vista to Bryant Street 
and in Bryant to Welling¬ 
ton Avenue. Feeder drains 
were in.stalled for portions 
of Afton Street and Welling¬ 
ton' Avonue as part of this 
line.

Francis Scott Key’s composition had its ardent oppo¬ 
nents as a candidate for that honor. And it was an interest¬ 
ing selection. 

A war song. Bombs bursting in air. The flag. Patriot¬ 
ism. The perilous night The foe’s haughty host Their foul 
footsteps’ pollution. 

It also was, and is, a difficult song to sing. 

Why, then, the national anthem? 

Probably the original motivation came from the emo¬ 
tional effect of the Civil War. A nation had been saved 
from division. 

And perhaps it is not too optimistic to think that the 
song’s real measure to us rests in the very large measure 
in those last eleven words of each stanza:
